T a k in g the 13 0,000,000 odd squar e 
miles of the five oceans to aver age 
l i miles deep, we have in them alone 
200,000,000 cubic miles of salt wa­ 
ter . 
A thir tieth of this should give 
us the bulk of the salt contained in 
the gr eat water s of the globe. 


Bounding the figur es, we get some­ 
thing like 7,000,000 cubic miles of 
salt. I f it wer e taken out and spr ead 
over the sur face of the six continents 
they would be cover ed with its snowy 
powder to a depth almost equal to 
the height of Bunker H ill monu- 
ment, in Boston. 


T o put it another way, if all the 
ear th wer e salt water ther e would 
be enough salt in it to make two 
globes of solid salt but ver y little 
smaller than our moon.

in Kansas City by 
John Sullivan, who is the attorney 
for the Woodmen. 
Tne decision 
was in favor of the Woodmen. 
The decision is a far-reaching 
cue and reverses the general trend 
of decisions p eviously rendeied in 
the lower courts upon the points 
involved. 
Tevis, 
whose 
heirs 
were 
the 
plaintiffs, died in Excelsior Springs 
several years ago. 
His death oc­ 
curred about 5 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. 
A t 
about 9 
o ’clock 
hig 
brother paid his delinquent assess­ 
ments, 
Tevis having 
been 
sus­ 
pended. 
The issue in the case was the au­ 
thority of the collecting clerk to 
waive the laws of the society by 
receiving the 
money 
without a 
warranty of good 
health, which 
was required 
by 
the Woodman 
laws in such a case, as a pre-re- 
quisi.e of payment. 
O f couise, 
such a warranty could not be given 
at the time as death had occurred. 
The decision is strongly in favor 
of the W’^ordmen, 
It follows and 
bases its findingjupDn the decision 
in the United btates supreme court 
of the first of the year in the case 
of Northern Assurance company 
vs. Grand V ie w Building associa­ 
tion. 
The decision declares that “ In­ 
surance companies and beneficial 
associations may limit the author­ 
ity of their agents by provision in 
their policies or by-laws which are 
a part of their contracts and 
an 
agent whose powers are thus lim­ 
ited cannot bind his company be­ 
yond the limits of his authority_ 
by contract, estopel, or waiver, to 
those who know the limitations on 
his powers. 
“‘The insured and the beneficia­ 
ries under contracts with insurance 
and 
beneficial 
associations 
are 
charged with knowledge of 
the 
limitations upon the powers of the 
agents of the companies which are 
found in the policies or certificates 
or in the by-laws, on applications, 
which are a part of Fhen^ontracts, 
and they are bou tid by tbeee 
lim­ 
itations. 
” The clerk of the local ca mp (of 
Woodmen) has no authority— by 
contract, 
estopel or 
w aiver— to 
bind the society to its m embers or 
beueficiaries either by extending 
tke time of payment of a benefit 
assessment or waiving 
default in 
its payment or by re instating a 
suspended member wit hout a war­ 
ranty of good heal tb.” 
It 
is said that three-fourths of 
the litigation of fraternal orders 
arises over the disputed authority 
of local collecting cleik?. 
Various 
decisions have been rendered by 
lower courts that the various fra 
ternal orders were bound by the 
acts of Hieir clerks or agents, even 
though they exceeded the powers 
given 
them by the laws of the 
order. 
Tiicre are said to be in the neigh­ 
borhood of four million members 
of fraternal insurance orders in the 
country.

THE WAYS OF SPIDERS. 


Some Neglect Their Eggs, Others Guard 
Them Well. 


In connection with the question 
of whether 
adders 
swallow 
their 
young upon danger threatening, a 
correspondent of the London 
E x ­ 
press asks is there aiij* ])roof that 
adders attend to tlieir young at ailh 
This question, like the other, has 
been debated more than once. 
Some 
have declared the belief that 
the 
common lizard will tend its vouiig; 
others that the ringed snake of Ihig- 
land watches near liie spot where she 
has deposited her eggs— a thing hard 
to credit. 
It is very interesting to 
notice the wide diirerence that ex­ 
ists among animals in tlie matter of 
watching over or of neglecting their 
eggs and hatched oil'spriiig. 
l a k e the case of 
the 
spiders. 
Some, after the eggs have been de­ 
posited, appear to have no iu n h e r 
concern with their oil^pring in em­ 
bryo. 
But there are sjiiders, on the 
other hand, that take a most lively 
interest in their eggs and young, and 
carry them about. 
A spider eaUed— 
I know of no English name for it 
Lycosa eamprestris, may 
be 
scon 
among the elods of earth in iield 
or garden lugging about with her a 
white silk bag, about the >lze of her 
own body. 
She carries iliis bag un­ 
derneath her body, to w hich it seems 
to be attached by some viscous mat­ 
ter. 
I found the other day some dif­ 
ficulty in making her yield possession 
for awhile of this receptacle. 
She 
clung to it with the utmost tenacity, 
and if one lifted tlie bag one had 
to lift the spider w ith it. 
A t length, 
without injury, the spider and the 
bag w^ere separated. 
She thereat be­ 
gan to search for it with eagerness. 
This she appeared to do not by sight 
so much as by feel. 
With her forefeet she seized and 
examined but instantly rejected sev­ 
eral things lying about which bore 
no resemblance to the silk bag. 
Her 
touch was unerring. 
1 never recog­ 
nized before the full truth of the 
lines: 


“ The spider’s touch, how exquisitely fine! 
Feels at each thread, ar.d lives along the 
line.” 
I t was dro] l to see her seize upon 
an armadillo 'wood louse—-'which at 


first sign of danger rolls itself up into 
a ball— and relim| uisliing

once, try whether a tiny elod w ere her 
lost bag of eggs or not.

talked with that no other industry 
started 
on 
com paratively small 
capital would be of so much gen­ 
et al benefit, as under good man­ 
agement it would not only pay 
^ ood dividends, but would employ 
a large number of hands that sel 
dom obtain employment, give in­ 
creased value to hundreds of acres 
adjacent to the city by paying good 
prices for cannery garden products 
and supply Sedalia with the best 
and freshest of canned goods as 
w ell as other towns and cities, 
thereby attracting and 
keeping 
much of the circulating medium 
wihin the county that otherwise 
goes to other places. 
N ow 
is 
a 
good 
time 
to 
bring 
this 
matter 
once 
again 
before 
our 
people. 
It 
should not be deferred until the 
holiday season or spring for obvi­ 
ous reasons. 
Much 
preparatory 
work would have to be done for a 
canning factory to make a success- 
sul start next season, for no matter 
how w ell equipped with up-to-date 
machinery it might be, unless con­ 
tracts had been made with local 
gardeners and farmers for hundreds 
of acres of tomatoes, sweet corn, 
peas, beans, 
asparagus, 
etc., so 
that a steady and sufficient supply 
would be system atically delivered 
day after day throughout the sea­ 
son, the cannery would be a failure. 
I know, M r. Editor, that there 
are 
several 
citizens 
and 
many 
farmers who arc desirous that such 
an industry should be started here. 
T hey have either hoped that some 
one would come along and make it 
his 
personal business venture or 
have waited to be asked to join in 
m aking a co-operative effort to es­ 
tablish such an industry. 
It may be well to give a few facts 
and figures, so that some of both 
classes who have a few hundreds 
lying idle may realize that there is 
profit both in the business of a can­ 
nery and in raising garden truck 
for it. 
For instance, we w ill take 
tomatoes for an example, as there 
is no county in the United States 
that can or does raise finer toma­ 
toes than Pettis county. 
H ow many plants to the acre is 
desirable? 
About 3,300. 
W hat is the average yield per 
acre? One plant should yield about

bushels to the acre. 
W e w ill be 
very conservative and say from 250 
to 400 bushels per acre. 
W hat price do they bring at the 
factory? 
Tw enty-five cents

bushel, or from $50 to $80 to the 
acre. 
H ow many N o, 3 cans w ill one 
bushel produce? 
T w elve to six- 
teen. 
The latter number if the 
tomatoes are of fine quality. 
From these few items it can be 
seen that both the farmer and the

plaintiffs, died in Excelsior Springs 
sever.:.! years ago. 
His death oc­ 
curred ab out 5 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. 
At ab out 9 
o’clock 
his 
b rother paid his delinq uent assess­ 
ments, Tevis having b een 
sus­ 
pended. 
The issue in the case was the au­ 
thority of the collecting clerk to 
waive the laws of the society b y 
receiving the money without a 
warranty of good health, which 
was req uired b y the Woodman 
laws in such a case, as a pre re­ 
q uisite of payment. 
Of coufse, 
such a warranty could not b e given 
at the time as death had occurred. 
The decision is strongly in favor 
of the Wocdmen. 
It follows and 
b ases its iindiDgsupon the decision 
in the United ¿states.supreme court 
of the first of the year in the cate 
of N jrthern Assurance company 
vs. Grand View Building associa­ 
tion.

A t last he counted out $500 in

of Uncle 
Sam 
and 
boarded the train for N ew York. 
He was swindled, of course, but 
caused the arrest of the man who 
was known to him in the transac­ 
tion. 
But before the case came to trial

Ragsdale had returned to his M is­ 
souri home, and the police frowned 
and said something about a settle­ 
ment. 
The green goods man was 
released because of the lack of a 
prosecutor. 
Several 
months ago 
Ragsdale 
had a return of his dreams of six 
years previous. 
The same sort of

circular started it. 
It told again

of how plates for I5 and $xo notes 
had been spirited away from the 
bureau of engraving in Washing­ 
ton, which enabled the syndicate 
to turn out an enormous amount of 
money at bargain counter prices.

Bush, claims to have hit upon a 
substitute for anthracite coal which 
will render this city an*d other sec­ 
tions contiguous to bituminous coal 
fields forever independent of strikes 
and similar disturbances in Penn­ 
sylvania, West Virginia and the 
hard coal regions generally, says 


the Giobe-Democrat. 
Tests con­ 
ducted scientifically and under ail 
variety of conditions have demon­ 
strated, so Mr. Bush claims, that 
briquettes manufactured from soft 
coal slack, first subjected to a clean- 


ing 
process, 
then 
molded 
into 
bricks 
by 
the 
use 
of a 
patent 
binder under high pressure, have 
all of the good qualities of hard 
coal. 


Briquettes are manufaci ured from 
slack, or rather the refuse which 
comes from bituminous toil mines, 
and can be produced at about $7.50 
a ton. 
Scientists have been trying 
for years to discover a process by 
which this product could be made, 
but it seems to have remained for a 
man named Col. O. P. Howell, of 
Washington, to perfect the inven­ 
tion. 
The mixture used to make a 
binder consists of cactus fiber and 
pitch, of which the 
latter com­ 
prises 5 per cent. 
Repeated tests 
have been made at the plant of the 
Front 
Rank 
Furnace company, 
2301 Lucas avenue, 
in which it 
was 
found 
that 
the 
briquettes 
burned fully as well and lasted as 
long as hard coal. 
The 
crucial test was made by 
placing 123 pounds of hard coal in 
one furnace and the same quantity 
of briquettes in adjoining furnaces, 
together with an equal amount of 
kindling. 
The briquettes burned 
jufct as long as the coal and gave 
out the same amount of heat. They 
did not break open, but held intact 
until the entire quantity was con­ 
sumed. 
Tbe new fuel is made in 
two 
sizes. 
It 
is 
cylindrical 
in 
shape, about 2^ inches in diameter. 
Tne size for grate use corresponds 
to large egg anthracite. 
Briquettes 
for furnaces are about three times 
as long.

Toe voter s of Missour i should 
see that the constitutional. amend­ 
ment dealing with the public school 
fund is adopted. 
Her e ar e some 
facts, compiled by a pr ominent ed­ 
ucator , which the fr iends of the 
public 
schools 
should 
keep in 
m in d : 
About one-four th of the money 
spent for teacher s’ salar ies now 
comes fr om the state tr easur y. 
Ever y taxpayer in the state now 
pays 15 cents on the |io o for state 
r evenue 
pur poses, 
one-thir d 
of 
which becomes a par t of the state 
school money. 
Ever y taxpayer pays 10 cents on 
the |io o into the state inter est and 
sinking fund. 
It takes 
about 2 
cents of this to pay the inter est on 
the 
“ 
school 
cer tificates.” 
Tue 
other 8 cents is used in paying the 
inter est on the outstanding bonds 
of the state and in r edeeming the 
bonds. 
Tnis 8 cents will not be 
needed for that pur pose after this 
year , because all the bonds of the 
state except the school cer tificates 
will be paid. 
Should the pr oposed amendment 
be adopted the 8 cent levy will 
cease and the total state levy will 
be 17 cents instead of 25 cents as 
at pr esent. 
Ten cents of this will 
be used to suppor t the state gov­ 
er nment, including all of its state 
and eleemosynar y institutions. The 
other 7 cents will be appor tioned 
fr om the state tr easur y for teach­ 
er s’ salar ies as at pr esent. 
If you want to know what par t 
cor por ations contr ibute to your dis­ 
tr ict on account of state levy, find 
what 7 cents on the $100 assessed 
valuation amounts to, which is the 
amount your distr ict pays into the 
state tr easur y for school pur poses. 
Then maltiply $1.20 by the enum­ 
er ation of the distr ict, which gives 
the amount r eceived fr om the state 
tr easur y. 
The aver age distr ict has $30,000 
assessed valuation and enumer ates 
sixty childr en. 
It pays $21 into 
the state tr easur y for school pur ­ 
poses and dr aws state moneys to 
the amount ot $72. 
The city of Da Soto has about 
one million assessed valuation and 
two thousand childr en. 
She pays 
$700 state school tax and dr aws 
$2400 for teacher s’ salar ies. 
Br ookfield has $1,200,000 
as­ 
sessed valuation and enumer ates 
1500 childr en. 
She pays $840 in 
and dr aws $1800 out. 
Spr ingfield has eight million as 
sessed 
valuation and 
enumer ates 
7500 childr en. 
She pays $5600 in 
and dr aws $9000 out. 
Taney county has about $1,200,- 
ocxj asseEsed valuation and 35CO 
enumer ated. 
She pays $840 aod 
dr aws out $4200. 


Is ther e any better pr oof that the 
pr esent investment of school funds 
is wise and that Missour i taxes cor ­ 
por ations and other public pr ivi­ 
leges? 
Should the amendment be not 
adopted, 
the 
pr esent 
state 
tax 
r ate of 25 cents will continue for 
about five year s until the cer tifi­ 
cates of indebtedness have 
been 
fully paid. 
It will then be r educed 
to 15 cents. 
It would take just 
twenty year s mor e to save the ex­ 
cess paid in by not r educing to 17 
cents at once. 
Tnis 8 cent levy, the differ ence 
between the pr esent 25 cent levy 
and the pr oposed 17 cent levy, w ill 
be collected fr om the people and 
invested in 
United States bonds 
bear ing a low r ate oi inter est for 
which a pr emium must be paid, r e­ 
ducing the amount to be appor ­ 
tioned about 18 cents per child per 
annum; a r eduction for the aver age 
distr ict, $10 30; for DeSoto, $360; 
for Br ookfield, $270; for Spnng• 
field,$I,75o ; for Taneycounty,$630. 
To r eplace this ther e must be fr ont 
2 cents to 6 cents incr ease in the 
local levy.

There has also been a rush 
of in v en tors with plan s for cov ert- 
in g grates an d bu rn ers so that they 
may be adopted for fuel oil an d 
liqu id su bstitu tes, say s the Wash- 
in gton correspon den t of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 
A relativ e of Thomas Edison , 
the famous electrical ex pert, is in 
the field with what is probably the 
most u n iqu e scheme to rid the pu b­ 
lic of the burden s of the lon g coal 
strike.
